RUSSIA’S AIMS IN CHINA. 


IM. de Witte Explains Her Attitude—To 
Withdraw from Peking and Re- 
duce Force in Manchuria. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Jan. 13.—M. de 
Witte, the Russian Minister of Finance, in 
Submitting his annual budget, explains that 
events in the Far East have necessi- 
that events in the Far East have necessi- 
tated a heavy expenditure, amounting for 
1900, to 61,900,000 rubles. This, he goes on 
to say, did not constitute the total sacri- 
fices imposed upon the country by “ these 

regrettable events.” 

‘It is still too early to submit a state- 
ment of our entire material losses,’ con- 
tinues M. de Witte, ‘‘ a considerable portion 
of the credits being included in the normal 
budget and charged to other Ministries and 
Jocal finances. The losses and delays on 
the construction of railways in the Far 
East have entailed advances of nearly 82,- 
000,000 rubles to the railway companies.”’ 

Enlarging upon the injurious effect which 
hostilities in China have had upon the gen- 
eral economic life of Russia, especially in 
the embarrassment wrought in the financial 
market, M. de Witte deplores the loss of 
“those brave officers and soldiers who 
have found glorious deaths on Chinese bat- 
tlefields.”’ 

‘“*These sad events, however, have a con- 
poling aspect,’”’ he observes, ‘‘in the evi- 
dence of moral well-being and are a strik- 
fing proof of the entire sincerity of the 
peaceful sentiments which inspired the 
Czar in his cugust words appealing on be- 
half of peace and his proclamation of the 
peaceful inventions of Russia. 

“This was a sublime Christian work, and 
each step forward in China has furnished 
evidence of his Majesty’s desire to main-

tain peace. It required a violation of our 
frontiers by Chinese insurgents without 
motive, the bombardment of Blagovest- 


chonsk, and the destruction of the railway 
to decide the Government to send troops to 
Manchuria.

DEATHBED NOTE FOR $50,000. 


A Chiengoan Gave It to the Woman 
He Was to Have Married.

CHICAGO, Jan. 13.—Hardly an hour be- 
fore Frederick W. Bipper died on Nov. 8, 
1900, he drew a note for $50,000 in favor 
of Miss Carrie Dikeman as a reward for 
fifteen years of faithful service in his 
family. This note he handed to his friend, 
W. 8S. Eden, who in turn gave it to Miss 
Dikeman, but the matter did not become 
public until yesterday. 

It also transpired that Miss Dikeman was 
to have married Mr. Bipper, and, in fact, 
hastened to Mercy Hospital during his ill- 
ness in order that the ceremony might be 
performed before he passed away. When 
at last she arrived, accompanied by Mr. 
Eden and a clergyman, Mr. Bipper was 
dead. Miss Dikeman, who is thirty-five 
years of age, was the niece of Mr. Bipper’s 
wife, who died fifteen years ago. 

By his will Mr. Bipper disposed of a four- 
hundred-thousand-dollar estate, his two 
daughters being mentioned as legatees, but 
the name of Miss Dikeman does not ap- 
pear in the document.

CUT WIRES AND BLOW UP LINE 





Only Small Garrisons at the Stations 
Attacked — Kitchener Reports 
1,400 Boers in the Party. 





PRETORIA, Jan. 12.—Last night the 
Boers cut the wire between Irene (eight 
miles south of here) and Olifantsfontein 
stations. Early this morning a large force 
of Boers, under Commandant Beyer, in- 
vested Kaalfontein Station, about twenty 
miles south of this place. A hot rifle and 
shell fire, with two field pieces and a Max- 
im, was maintained for six hours. 

An armored train and_ reinforcements 
were sent from Pretoria, but before they 
had arrived upon the scene the garrison 
had driven off the Boers, who retired un- 
molested with a transport train half a mile 
long. The Boers blew up the line beyond 
Kaalfontein, compelling the mail train to 
return here. 

It is supposed their object was to obtain 
supplies, a great quantity of. which is 
stored at Kaalfontein. The British had no 
casualties. 


LONDON, Jan. 14.—The War Office has 
received the following dispatch from Lord 
Kitchener: 

‘PRETORIA, Jan. 13.—About 1,400 Boers 
erossed the line, attacking both Zuurfon- 
tein and Kaalfontein Stations, but were 
driven off. They are being pursued by a 
cavalry brigade."’ 

Details of the attacks upon Kaalfontein 
and Zuurfontein Stations show that there 
were only small garrisons of about 120 
men at each station. The British had ex- 
cellent trenches, which enabled them to 
withstand the attacks until the Boers, hav- 
ing ascertained that reinforcements were 
coming to the garrison, retired. At Zuur- 
fontein a party of Boers in khaki succeeded 
in capturing a British patrol of eight men, 
whom they subsequently liberated. The 
railway and telegraph ljnes will be speedily 
restored. 

No further news has been received re- 
garding the invasion of Cape Colony. Sir 
Alfred Milner writes to a correspondent in 
England, saying: ‘It would be useless for 
me to notice the wholesale lies that are 
spread about concerning me. If I attempt- 
ed to do so, I would have no time for any- 
thing else.”’ 


DE WET FLOGS PEACE AGENTS. 


lll-Treats Three, Who Were Taken 
Prisoners, and Shoots One of 
Them, a British Subject. 


LONDON, Jan. 14,—Lord Kitchener re- 
ports from Pretoria, under yesterday’s 
date, as follows: 

“Three agents of~the Peace Committee 
were taken as prisoners to De Wet’s 
laager, near Lindley, Jan. 10. One, who 
was a British subject, was flogged, and 
then shot. The other two, burghers, were 
flogged by De Wet’s orders.”’ 

The brief report of the fate of three 
agents of the Peace Committee excites the 
deepest indignation on al! sides. One or 
two papers express a hope that Lord Kitch- 
ener has been mislead by false Kafir re- 
ports; but it is generally felt that he would 
not have reported the matter to the War 
Office without undoubted evidence. 

The Daily Mail heads the report with 
the word ‘‘ Murder,’’ and declaims against 
any further attempt to coax the enemy 
into submission. ‘‘ De Wet has placed him- 
self outside the pale of humanity,’’ says 
The Daily Mail, ‘‘and not proclamations, 
but larger reinforcements must be our 
watchword.” 

The Morning Post says: ‘‘ This marks 


the point where the guerrilla phase ends 
and the bandit phase begins.’’ 

All the papers appeal strongly to the 
Government to hurry forward reinforce- 
ments, since it is evident that the Boer 
leaders have now become desperate, and 
conciliation is quite useless. 

The Pretoria correspondent of The Daily 
Mail announces the return to Pretoria of 
Mr. Pretorius, a former President of the 
late South African Republic, from a futile 
endeavor to persuade the Boer leaders to 
surrender. 


BOERS RESOLVED TO FIGHT ON. 


LONDON, Jan. 14.—The Daily Telegraph 
publishes a three-column dispatch from its 
correspondent at Brussels, giving a con- 
versation with Dr. Leyds and Abram 
Fischer. The general purport of the state- 
ment of the Boer representatives is that 
““Great Britain is still under false impres- 
sions concerning the war, as she always 
has been,’’ and that “the Boers are fully 
resolved to continue the struggle, and are 
as hopeful now as they were a year ago 
of preserving their independence.” 

Dr. Leyds and Mr. Fischer also asserted 
that ‘‘ Great Britain cannot make enormous 
sacrifices eternally, and has retained the 
friendship of the great Powers at a ter- 
rible cost."”” They admitted that the Boers 
were suffering hardships, but said that 
hardships were the normal life of the 
burghers. 


COL. ROOSEVELT SHOOTS A LION. 


Beast Waited in a Tree While Hunters 
Drew Straws for First Shot.

MEEKER, Col., Jan. 13.—Col. Rooseveit's 
first day in the Rockies netted him a hand- 
some lion, together with an exciting ad- 
venture. Leaving Meeker at 9 o'clock yes- 
terday morning, the party struck a fresh 
lion trail four miles out. The dogs were 
released and the pursuit started. For five 
miles the wily animal led its pursuers, but 
was finally treed. 

With the dogs baying around the tree, 
Dr. Webb and Mr. Stewart pressed Col. 
Roosevelt to shoot, but the New Yorker 
insisted on drawing straws. Fortune fav- 


ored him, and he drew the long one; but 
this matter was settled none too,soon, as 
the angry beast sprang from thé tree at 
the little party. Quick as a flash, the 
Colonel’s gun was at his shoulder and the 
ball struck true, while the animal was in 
mid-air. 

The men scattered quisy as the beast 
hit the ground, narrowly missing Dr. Webb. 
and the dogs threw themselves on the lion 
and quickly dispatched him.

BOER RAID NEAR PRETORIA 


JANUARY 


WOMEN QUARRELED 
AND A MAN SUFFERED. 


Story of Charges of Cowardice Against 


Capt. Hall. 
Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—The details of 
a singular story, involving charges of cow- 
ardice against an officer of the United 
States Marine Corps, a continuing breach 
between the wife of the American Minister 
to Peking and the wife of the First Secre- 
tary of Legation, and a vast amount of bad 
blood, reached Washington to-day in a let- 
ter from a well-known Naval Commander, 


who is serving on the Asiatic Squadron. 


The letter is especially interesting, be- 
cause it explains for the first time why a 
specific charge of cowardice preferred 
against Capt. Hall of the marine force 
that participated in the defense of the lega- 
tions against Boxer hordes was dropped 
without the formality of holding a court- 
martial, 

It appears from the letter that Capt. 
Hall, instead of being a coward, rendered 
much gallant and dangerous service, that 
he frequently risked his life, and he was 
in the forefront of every action that was 
fought. It appears further that the Cap- 
tain’s only offense was in thoughtlessly 
becoming entangled in a petticoat feud of 
which Mrs. Conger, wife of the Minister, 
and Mrs. Squiers, wife of the First Sec- 
retary of J.egation, were principals, and 
which began at a time when the chances 
of the Christian refugees in the British 
compound appeared to be the slimmest, 
when every man who could shoot a rifle 
was in the trenches, and the women were 
afraid to sleep at night. 

Capt. Hall and his little command were 
fighting night and day on the wall. A 
detachment of American marines made a 
sortie and captured a quantity of canned 
food, which was turned over to the Brit- 
ish Quartermaster. Mrs. Conger asked 
Mrs. Squires to secure a portion of the 
captured food and send it to Capt. Hall and 
his men. Mrs. Squires declined to accept 
the task. Thereafter she and Mrs. Conger 
did not speak, 

The marines took sides with Mrs. Conger. 
They exhibited their appreciation of her 
thoughtfulness in their behalf by standing 
at attention and presenting arms every 
time she passed their camp. When Mrs. 
Squires passed they did not indicate that 
they even knew her. The breach between 
the women widened. Mrs. Squires stood 
the indifference of the marines as long as 
she could without collapsing from morti- 
fication, and then one day she broke in 
upon Capt. Hall and told him that his men 
were loafers and blackguards; that they 
were not saluting her as they should, and 
as they were saluting Mrs. Conger, she 
demanded that the same deference be paid 
to her rank and station as was paid others 
in the compound, 

Capt. Hall defended his men, but assured 
Mrs. Squires that thereafter she would be 
properly saluted by them. Capt. Hall kept 
his word. In doing so, however, he in- 
curred the wrath of Mrs. Conger, and 
when Gen. Chaffee arrived in Peking he 
was told that Capt. Hall had been guilty 
of cowardice. 

Gen. Chaffee notified the department that 
such a charge had been made, and that he 
had appointed a court-martial to investi- 
gate it. That was as far as the matter 
ever went. It can be stated now on the 
highest authority that Capt. Hall will never 
be tried for cowardice. 

The writer of the letter adds that Mrs. 
Conger and Mrs. Squires still ignore each 
other. 


FILIPINO BANDITS’ METHODS. 


MacArthur’s Remarks on Their 
Inhuman Ways—Several to be 
Hanged. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—Copies of Gen- 
eral Orders from the Philippines, received 
here, show that a large number of native 
Filipinos have been convicted of murder 
and other crimes and sentenced to be 
hanged or to long terms of imprisonment. 
In one case the accused belonged to an 
organized band, which, under the name of 
‘Guardia de Honor,’’ had for its declared 
object the murder of peaceful and unof- 
fending victims, if found necessary to 
gratify either a desire for revenge or a 
feeling of envy against the rich. 

“These inhuman methods,’’ says Gen. 


MacArthur, ‘‘ remove all the participants, 

whether chief, or willing followers of the 

bands, from the pale of the law and place 

them among that class of cowardly and 

secret assassins which all civilized men 

al d over hold to be enemies of man- 
nd. 

A native named Vincente Prado estab- 
lished a camp in a strong position difficult 
of access in the mountainous district near 
Rosario, in Union Province. There he en- 
trenched his camp and erected buildings 
for a band of armed outlaws, which he 
gathered about him. Recently two Amer- 
icans were taken into the camp as prison- 
ers, and, for no assigned reason other than 
that ‘‘ they were enemies,’’ they were or- 
dered to instant death. 

Shortly afterward two Ingorrotes, a man 
and a woman, were taken before Prado 
and charged with being American spies. 
Without any atteanpt at proof, or form of 
trial, they were ordered to be immediately 
executed. In both instances Prado per- 
sonally witnessed the bloody execution 
his orders by members of his outlaw band, 
who used their bolos on the defenseless 
prisoners. On another occasion Prado or- 
dered his band to attack and burn the 
pueblo of San Japinto and to arrest and, 
“if he resisted, kill’’ the Presidente of 
Rosario. In pursuance of these orders 
the Presidente of Rosario and his son were 
killed and 103 houses destroyed by fire. 
Prado and his chief outlaw assistants were 
sentenced to be hanged. 

Another native sentenced to be hanged 
was Pedro Lachica. This man was one of 
a band of natiyes who, representing them- 
selves to be policemen, entered at night 
time several houses and by threats and 
the use of firearms forced the natives to 
come out and surrender. They then tied 
the arms of the men behind their backs 
and beat them with bolos and robbed the 
ae of money, jewelry, and other valu- 
ables. 


GEN. GRANT ROUTS FILIPINOS.

Believes His District Is Now Fairly 
Pacified—Pampanga Ready for 
Civil Government. 


MANILA, Jan. 13.—Gen. Grant, who is 
endeavoring to suppress the latest insurrec- 
tion-in his district and who is personally 
commanding his scouts at the southern end, 
reported to-day that he had encountered a 
number of bands south of Buloc Mountain, 
all of which retired up the hills. He says 
that a hundred of the enemy, who were 
well intrenched, made considerable resist- 
ance, but were ultimately driven from their 
position. Four bodies of insurgents were 
found. he American casualties were a 
Sergeant and one private of Troop A, Phil- 
ippine Cavalry, wounded. 

Tn the opinion of Gen. Grant, his district 
is now pacified, with the exception of the 
locality south of Buloc Mountain, and the 
Provinee of Pampanga is ready for civil 
government.

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Russian Railways Stopped by the 
Fierce Blizzard. 





Passengers, Freezing and Starving, 
Fight for Food—Five Soldiers 
Eaten by Wolves. 





LONDON, Jan. 14.—The Odessa corre- 
spondent of The Daily Mail sends a heart- 
rending story of the sufferings of railway 
passengers snowbound while on the way 
to Odessa. The blizzard, he says, raged 
continuously for more than 100 hours over 
the whole of Southern Russia. He de- 
scribes the graduai arrival of trains at 
Razdyelnaia, with hundreds of passengers 
from the north who had started six days 
before. 

“They had been snowed in for five 
days,"”’ he continues, ‘‘ and fighting. among 
themselves for the scanty food supplies 
provided at the railway buffets. Women 
and children were weak with hunger, while 
gangs of men battled with snowdrifts, 
which were thirty-five feet deep in some 
places, and that, too, without snowplows, 
although thése would have been useless 
even if they could have been found. 

“ Finally some 5,000 passengers had as- 
sembled at Razdyelnaia. A regiment was 
sent from Kieff southward, and 3,000 troops 
went northward from Odessa with shovels. 
On the third day the relieving parties suc- 
ceeded in cutting a passage for a couple of 
trains, which started with 2,000 persons, 


after a mad rush, the weakest going to the 
wall. 
‘The trains proceeded for eighteen hours 


and were then again stuck in the snow, 
unable to go forward or backward. The 
blizzard continued. Demoniacal fury and 


pandemonium prevailed, the passengers 
cursing the railway management, fainting, 
and weeping.. The trains were buried, and 
all passed a horrible night. When morning 
came a peasant volunteered to walk six 
miles to the nearest station with telegrams 
beseeching assistance, supplies, firewood, 
and water having been exhausted. Finally, 
driven to desperation, sixty passengers, 
with Count Kapnist, determined to walk to 
Odessa. Count Kapnist, with forty, reached 
a point where he was able to _ secure 
sleds, and all arrived at Odessa, though 
uncertain as to the fate of those they had 
left behind. 

‘* Meanwhile Gov. Schuvalloff had organ- 
ized train sledges ‘with supplies, which after 
Herculean efforts, relieved the two trains. 
It was found that many of the passengers 
had their arms or legs frozen. 

‘“* Bighteen thousand troops are now en- 
gaged in the work of clearing the line. The 
storm has abated, and it is announced that 
the besieged trains will get through to 
Odessa this evening. No mails have been 


received here for six days, Corpses have 
been kept unburied eight tlays, as it has 
been impossible to inter them. The con- 
duct of the railway authorities is loudly 
condemned.”’ 

The Odessa correspondent of The Daily 
News wires that 120 people were frozen 


to death in the blizzard. 

The Bucharest correspondent of The 
Daily Express says that five Roumanian 
soldiers, while going home, were attacked 
and eaten by wolves after a desperate 
struggle. 


563,885 GRIP VICTIMS. 


Reports Show the Disease Prevails in 
a Broad Belt from New York to 
the Rocky Mountains.

CHICAGO, Jan. 13.—Special reports show 
that more than 500,000 persons in the grip 
belt, which extends the United 
States from New York to the Rocky Mount- 
ains, are suffering with the disease. The 
epidemic is greatest in the East, with a 
wide extension in Pennsylvania. Illinois is 
also extensively afflicted. In proportion 
to their size, Pittsburg, Reading, and Al- 
legheny City, in Pennsylvania, are the 
most seriously visited. The reports show 
that in the big cities of New York and 
Chicago the grip has spread at an alarm- 
ing rate, and, although few cases are 
reported as fatal, the number is enormous. 
The disease appears to cause the greatest 
trouble in factories, schools, and colleges., 
The grip belt begins at New York, where 
it is wide and heavy. From there it_ex- 
tends broadly through Pennsylvania, Ohio, 
Indiana, and Illinois. In Iowa, Missouri, 
Kansas, and States farther West and 
North, the belt thins out considerably. 
The total number of cases reported from 
120 cities and towns is 563,885, New York

Left Gov. Odell Only Unsigned Copy of

ALBANY, Jan. 13.—There has been some 
surprise over the fact that although the 
Legislature has been in session for more 
than a week, there has been no report 
from the New York City Chartef Revision 
Commission.

I shall, however, examine carefully 
any proposed legislation, and allow the 
presentation of all views on the subject of 
charter amendment.” 


BAILEY’S TRIP TO CUBA. 


Went There, It Is Said, with Plan to 
Control the Cattle Trade.

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Jan. 13.—The pur- 
pose of the recent trip of Congressman 
Bailey of Texas to Havana, Cuba, has 
just come to light. It is stated here by 
parties who know that the Texan is or- 
ganizing a syndicate to control, or largely 
so, the cattle trade on that island. For 
the past eight months the shipments of

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DOUBLE TRAGEDY AT SEA 


Man and Wife Jump Overboard 
from the Liner Koln. 








Said to Have Broken Up Their Home in 
Germany in Consequence of a 
Quarrel with a Relative. 


re 


A double suicide occurred on the North 
German Lloyd steamship Koln while that 
vessel was on her way from Bremer to 
this port, which she reached on Satur- 
day. The _ suicides, saloon passengers, 
were Edward Hermann and Freuda Her- 
mann, his wife. They jumped overboard 
on the evening of,Jan. 3. 

The Koln is commanded by Capt. Lang- 
senter, whose chief! officer is Gustav Witt- 
stein, When she left Bremen she had 
eleven cabin passengers and 631 steerage 
passengers on board, The news of the 
suicide did not leak out till yesterday. 
When questioned about it, Chief Officer 
Wittstein said: 

“ Edward. Hermann,.was a saddler and 
harness maker about sixty-nine years of 
age, and his wife,’ Freuda Hermann, was 
about fifty-six years’ old. They had lived 
at Altenbruch on the Elbe, near Bremer- 
haven. 

‘When they came aboard they were 
laboring ‘under great mental depression 
and told their fellow passengers they had 
had a serious quarrel with Hermann’s 
brother-in-law, who also lived in Alten- 
bruch. The quarrel was a very peculiar 
and grievious one, and so serious in its con- 
sequences that the couple sold out their 
home and furniture and emigrated. . They 
said they were going to Chicago, where 
Edward Hermann’s brother lives. 

“On the third day out they became less 
communicative and kept aloof from their 
fellow passengers. Alone they walked the 
weather deck, while other passengers 
sought the lee refuge from the rain and 
splash of the waves. 3 

‘On the evening of their suicide they did 
not dine, but promenaded the deck on the 
weather side of the ship. It was blowing a 
gale and raining hard. They were seen at 
dusk, but by 7 o’clock it was very dark, 
and at 7:30 P. M. they were missed. The 
ship was searched throughout, but they 
were not to be found. c 

“It was a nasty night, and it was no use 
bringing the ship to for they had doubtless 
leaped overboard half an hour before they 
were missed, and so the ship kept her 
course. 

“Their baggage is still aboard, and will 
be taken back to Bremen.” 

This is not the only sad incident that has 
taken place on board the Koln, for the liner 
was chartered by the German Government 
as a transport to carry marines to China 
at the very outbreak of the Boxer troubles, 
and she took back to Germany marines 
who had been wounded at Peking, Taku, 
and Tien-Tsin, 


QUAY SURE HE WILL WIN. 


Pennsylvanian Says He Will Be Elected 
Senator on the First Ballot—His 
Opponents Deny It. 
HARRISBURG, Penn., Jan, 13.—The re- 
sult of the struggle for United States Sen- 
ator is still in doubt, with both sides pro- 
fessing to be confident of victory. Col. 
Quay, the choice of the Republican caucus, 
is here directing his canvass, and he says 
there is no doubt of his election. He has 
given his friends the assurance that he 
will be elected on the first ballot, and 
they claim to have no reason to believe 
otherwise. United States Senator Pen- 
rose, Attorney General Elkin, and Insur- 
ance Commissioner Durham are with Col. 
Quay looking after the details of his fight. 


William T. Creasy of Columbia, the House 
leader of the Democrats, says Quay can- 
not get a single Democratic vote, and with- 
out the Democrats he cannot hope to be 
elected. Col. James M. Guffey of Pitts- 
burg will be nominated for Senator by to- 
morrow’'s joint House and Senate Demo- 
cratic caucus. 

F. A. Van Valkenburg, who is in charge 
of the anti-Quay Republican headquarters, 
reached here to-night from Philadelphia, 
Mr. Van Valkenburg issued a formal State- 
ment, in which he says enough Republic- 
an legislators, with the Democrats, are 
pledged to oppose Mr. Quay’s re-election 
to accomplish that result, and that the 
anti-Quayites have no reason to doubt that 
every man will remain true to his pledge. 

* Under the circumstances,”’ he adds, “‘I 
cannot see how Mr. Quay can be elected on 
the first ballot, and if he is not elected on 
the first ballot he certainly cannot, as he 
has admitted, be elected at all.” 

Several legislators are ill at their homes, 
and neither side can tell with accuracy 
how many of their followers will be absent 
when the House and Senate vote separately 
Tuesday noon.

O’CONNER’S $210 OUTING. 


Messenger Boy Gets Check Cashed and 
Gives His Chum a Good Time. 


Dime novels and a desire for an unlimited 
supply of pocket money has landed sixteen- 
year-old Willie O’Conner, an American Dis- 
trict Messenger boy, in a cell at Police 
Headquarters, charged with stealing a 
money order for $970, and two checks ag- 
gregating $210. 

O'Conner, who lives with his aunt, Mrs. 
Michael Hanlon, at 1,791 Third Avenue, was 
employed in the telegraph office at 854 
Broadway. About 2 o'clock Friday after- 
noon a call for a messenger boy was re- 
ceived from’ the Union Square Bank. 
O'Conner answered the call. A check for 
$10 on the East River Bank, one for $200 
on the German Exchange Bank, and the 
money order were given to him to have 
cashed and return to the bank with the 
money. 

The boy got the two checks cashed and 
decided to spend the money. His first 
move was to visit a tailor’s shop on Third 
Avenue, where he purchased a suit of 
clothes and a derby hat. He left his uni- 
form behind, saying that he would call 
for it the following day. He then went up 
town and hunted up his chum, Louis Mei- 
lon, seventeen years old, who lives with 
his parents at 1,921 Second Avenue. Dis- 
playing the roll of bills he told Mellon 
that he had found it, and invited Mellon 
to go with him and have a good time. 
The boys rode to the Bowery in a automo- 
bile, bought everything that struck their 
fancy, and visited every dime museum and 
show in sight. 

Friday evening they went to a theatre 
and after the performance had supper and 
put up for the night at a hotel. On Satur- 
day they purchased revolvers and jack- 
knives, They also bought several bottles 
of perfume, with which they saturated 
their clothing. 

Yesterday morning they began to feel 
rather homesick. Hiring a cab they went 
to Harlem, and O’Conner, in his desire to 
get rid of the money, sought out some of 
his playmates and presented to them five 
and ten dollar bills. About 3 o'clock 
O’Conner returned to the home of his aunt 
almost exhausted, He told her a long 
avery about being sick and going to a hos- 
pital. 

When O'Conner was arrested two hours 
later he confessed. Mellon was also taken 
into custody. About $20 was found on 
O'Conner, which he said was all that was 
left of the $210, and $7.30 on Mellon. 

Among the other purchases O©’Conner 
made was a bicycle for $25, two gold chains, 
and a number of dime novels of the blood- 
thirsty and romantic type. 

The boys will be arraigned in court this 
morning. The money order for $970, O'Con- 
ner says, he mailed back to the bank. 


CENTRAL UNION ROW. 





American Federation of Labor. 

The Ceneral Federated Union discussed 
yesterday a proposal to apply for a char- 
ter to the American Federation of Labor. 
A number of the Unions had grievances 
against the Federation and the delegates 
of organizations affiliated with the 
Knights of Labor wanted to know how 
they would fare if the central body 
joined it. President Samuel Gompers of 
the American Federation of Labor was 
at the meeting. 

Morris Brown of the Cigar-makers pro- 
posed to make the application for the char- 
ter. : 

Philip Kelly of the Theatrical Protective 
Union objected. While he was speaking, 
Mr. Gqmgers was escorted to the plat- 
form. Delegate Kelly asked Mr. Gompers 
how organizations connected with the 
Knights of Labor would fare. 

“All I can say,’ said Mr. Gompers, 
“is that the American Federation of La- 
bor is not antagonistic to any organization 
which works in the interests of organ- 
ized labor.”’ 

Delegate Kelly thought the answer was 
not satisfactory, and moved that the ques- 
tion be deferred for four weeks until Pres- 
ident Gompers would have a chance of 
giving a better answer. Delegates from 
the Plumbers and Gas Fitters’ and Ma- 
chinists’ Unions asked Mr. Gompers why 
delinquent and seceding unions were ad- 
mitted to the American Federation of La- 
bor. 

“Until we have the millennium,” 
President Gompers, 


said 
“we will have these 
disputes. I can’t prevent them rising. I 
don't krow everything. If the Central 
Federation were affiliated with the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor and more in 
touch with the labor movement it should 
accomplish more than it has done,” said 
Mr. Gompers. . 

Delegate Kelly's motion to defer action 
for four weeks was carried after a wran- 
gle lasting nearly an hour. 

President Gompers announced that he 
came to New York to confer with Santia- 
go Iglesias, a delegate from the Federation 
Libre of Porto Rico, who is in New York 
with reference to organizing the working- 
men of Porto Rico. The American Fed- 
eration had appropriated $3,000 for the 
purpose. 

The meeting indorsed a Dill to cut 
through One Hundred and Thirty-fifth 
Street West from St, Nicholas Terrace to 
St. Nicholas Avenue so that it might be 
legally opened and graded. 

Twenty-two organizations have indorsed 
the local option or home rule on taxation 


TEACHINGS OF CONFUCIUS. 


Dr. MacArthur Says He Did Nothing to 
Elevate Woman—Keplies to 
Minister Wu. 


Dr. MacArthur, at the evening service 
yesterday in the Calvary Baptist Church, 
preached his second sermon on “ Chris- 
tianism and Confucianism.’’ He admitted 
that all Confucius had taught was true. 
As was the case in all ethnic beliefs, he 
said, however, the whole truth was not 
there, and only Christianity could supply 


what was lacking. Confucius found terri- 
ble moral conditions. Those he strove man- 
fully to improve. The degraded condition 
of woman had much to do with those con- 
ditions. Unfortunately, Confucius did 
nothing to improve her condition. He took 
the crown from woman's brow and tram- 
pled it in the dust, and as a result he robbed 
the marriage relations of their sweetness, 
their sanctity, and their purity. No doubt, 
the strength of Confucius is in his moral 
teachings, and these got him his most dis- 
ciples. 

f T do not say that Wu Ting Fang sought 
to depreciate the Christian religion. But 
I do say that he did not understand it. 
And yet but for Christianity he would not 
have learned a word of the English tongue. 
But for Christianity he would never have 
stepped outside his native China. But for 
Christianity he would not be the emissary 
from his country to this, the greatest coun- 
try on God's earth. 


“His eulogy of Confucianism lacks in 
convincing element, and lacks even of pro- 
priety, if I shall concede to his people 


that they possess tact, in conceding which 
I know most people will disagree with me.’’

PAYNE DIED OF MENINGITIS. 


Autopsy Shows No Evidence of Ill- 
Treatment at the New York 
Hospital. 

Coroner's Physician Williams yesterday 
notified the police of the West Thirtieth 
Street Station that the death of John J. 
Payne in the New York Hospital had been 
due to cerebral meningitis, caused by ty- 
phoid fever. This was reve&led by an au- 

topsy. 

Payne's friend, Frank Genelay, reiteP®ated 
his statement that Payne had bruises on 
both ears and a depression at the back of 
the skull as though it had been crushed in. 
A policeman of the West Thirtieth Street 
Station made a statement that agreed with 
Genelay’s story, to the effect that Payne, 
upon entering the hospital, had no such 
marks of violence. 

Superintendent Ludlam of the hospital 
issued a statement in which he said there 
was no fracture of the skull, and that 
Payne died from inflammation of the brain 
and pneumonia. The case, he said, was 
criginally diagnosed as epilepsy and after- 
ward changed to meningitis. 

Genelay practically repeated what he 
gai on Saturday. “If he had had cerebral 

neningitis,’’ he said, ‘‘ how could he have 
walked to the hospital that first day? 
When he went to the hospital he had no 
bruises, no sunken in skull. Before he 
died a nurse showed me the marks. Then 
the Superintendent and the nurse wanted 
to know where John had received the in- 
juries. I answered that he must have got- 
ten them either in the hospital or on his 
way there.”’ 

Detective Lockwood reported to the po- 
lice station that Mrs. E. Bergman, owner 
of the store over which Payne lived, had 
corroborated Genelay’s story, as had a boy 
working in the place. 
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MR. WALLACE’S RESIGNATION. 


Natural History Museum Officials Re- 
fuse to Discuss It. 

No information as to why William Wal- 
lace had resigned the position of Superin- 
tendent of Buildings of the American Mu- 
seum of Natural History was obtainable at 
that institution yesterday. Morris K. Jesup, 
the President, spent the greater part of the 
afternoon in the board room with Prof. 
Bumpus, the Curator of the museum. The 
attendant in the hall refused to take a 
card to Mr. Jesup, saying that his orders 
were positive not to open the door of the 
board room, Later a request was sent in 


for an interview with Mr. Jesup, and John 
H. Winser, the Secretary, came out and 
said: 

‘*Mr. Jesup desires me to say that he 
has no information to communicate. Mr. 
Wallace has resigned, and his resignation 
has been accepted.”’

‘* Now, I really don’t see how all this in- 
terests the public. Simply because an em- 
ploye has resigned, all this fuss is made 
about it.

There is a janitor 
down stairs who has been here a long while, 
too. Mr. Wallace was merely Superintend- 
ent of the building and not of the museum, 
as some peopie evidently suppose.” 

Employes about the building said that 
Mr. Wallace’s resignation came as a sur- 
prise, but none of them was willing to ex- 
press any opinion as to the cause. ’ 

“This place is run mighty strict,” said 
one; ‘‘if a man does know anything he 
ean’t open his mouth about it. We have 
our orders and are expected to abide by 
them.” 


BOTH MET TRAGIC DEATHS. 
Mother, Cause of Son’s Accidental 
Shooting, Found Asphyxiated. 
Mrs. Martha Mahon, wife of ex-Internal 
Revenue Collector William Mahon, was 
found dead in bed at her home yesterday 
morning.

APPROPRIATION BILL READY. 


It Will Be Introduced in the Assembly 
This Evening. 

ALBANY, Jan. 18.—The annual appro- 
priation bill which apportions yearly to the 
several State departments and institutions 
the public funds needed for their mainte- 
nance and operation will be Introduced in 
the Assembly to-morrow evening by Leader 
Allds, Chairman of the Ways and Means 
Committee. This is the earliest date that 
the bill has made its appearance at any 
session of the Legislature. It has been in- 
troduced in former years about Feb. 1. The 
bill has been drafted on estimates fur- 
nished the Ways and Means Committee 
by the heads of the State departments and 
institutions. There has been an effort to 
keep the estimates down as much as pos- 
sible, and many of the departments have 
asked for less than they did last year.

WANTS PRISON PAROLE LAW. 


State Commission Declares’ Present | 
System Is Inoperative. | 


ALBANY, Jan. 13.—The Legislature is | 
urged by the State Prison Commission in 
its annual report to enact a new parole law | 
which will be mandatory upon the courts 


reformatories. The present parole law, so 
far as it applies to State prisons, is de- 
clared by the commission to be practically 
inoperative. Concerning the benefits to be 
derived from the proposed legislation, the 
board says: 

“Prisoners committed to indeterminate 
sentences would more strenuously strive 
by industry and good behavior to earn a 
pera’ while yet in prison. The greater 
yenefit, however, would be after their re- 
lease. The fact that they were on parole 
would operate as a restraint, keeping them 
from returning to evil associations and 
habits. A prisoner kept in prison until the 
day of his final discharge and then released 
without employment or restraint, naturally 
and almost inevitably drifts back into his 
former life.’’

MAINE FARMER MURDERED. 


Negro and White Man Rob the House 
After Killing Its Owner and In- 
juring His Mother. 
PORTLAND, Me., Jan. 13.—Thomas C. 
Moshier, a farmer, aged twenty-five, was 
murdered, and his mother, Mrs. Rufus 
Moshier, aged seventy-two, was brutally 
assaulted at their home in Gorham Sat- 
urday evening, by two men who forced an 
entrance into the Moshier residence with 
the evident intention of robbery. The men 
also ransacked the house, taking what 
valuables they could find. One of the men 

was recognized as a negro. 

About noon to-day, William Hands, a 
negro, twenty-five years of age, was ar- 
rested at Scarborough, while walking in 


the direction of Boston. In his possession 
were found a blood-stained razor marked 
with Moshier’s name, $40 in money, con- 
sisting chiefly of bi¥s, which were also 
stained with blood, and a watch, His hands 
and clothing were soiled and bloody. The 
man admits having been at the Moshier 
farmhouse, and says he left his companion 
in Portland. The story of the crime, as 
told by Mrs. Moshier, is as follows: 

She and her son had eaten their supper 
when a knock was heard at the door. No 
ettention was paid to it, as Mrs. Moshier 
thought the caller might be a man who 
formerly worked on the farm, and who, 
it is said, left under somewhat unpleasant 
circumstances. Soon after the kitchen win- 
dows were forced in, and two men, one of 
whom was a negro, jumped into the room. 
Moshier grappled with the white man, and 
the negro knocked down the woman, strik- 
ing her a terrible blow on the head with a 
stick. She begged for her life, and, after 
striking her again, the negro went to the 
assistance of his comrade. Together they 
dragged Moshier into the front room. Mrs. 
Moshier fled to a room off the kitchen, 
and hid in a closet.. The noises soon ceased, 
and the men went to the cellar for food. 

The police of this city were notified, and, 
going to the farm, the body of Moshier 
was found in the parlor with his head 
beaten almost to a jelly. In the house were 
found two heavy fence stakes, one of which 
was matted with blood and hair, and had 
apparently been used to kill Moshier. Ev- 
erything of value was missing. 


TROLLEY COMPANY’S THREATS. 








Will Sue for Cars Damaged by Running 
Into Wagons Crossing Their Tracks. 
PATERSON, N. J., Jan. 13.—John and 

Joseph Hennion, farmers, brought a suit 
in the Circuit Court last week against the 
trolley company for damages. The Hen- 
nions sued for injuries recelved and the 
wreck of wagons, caused by the careless- 
ness of the motorman, who ran his car 
at great speed. Attorney Gourley said that 
the action was one of a number too nu- 
merous “in character, an annoyance too 
often in recurrence. He insisted that the 
car had been running at siow speed, and 
stopped almost immediately after the col- 
lision. The Hennions had been riding fast, 
and had suddenly darted upon the track 
while the gong was ringing out a warning. 
“Why,” said the counsel, “ if Passaic 
County jurors allow damages in actions 
of this kind simply on the unsupported 
say-so of the plaintiffs, with the weight of 
the evidence to the contrary, it would 
seem that but one course remains for the 
trolley company. It will be necessary to 
seriously consider whether suits should not 
be brought immediately against these reck- 
less farmers, who chase about the city 
streets, for damages caused by their neg- 
ligence in driving into our cars.” 

Judge Dixon charged that it was the 
duty of the motorman to keep a lookout 
for obstacles in the way. If it appeared 
likely that a collision might occur it was 
his duty to bring the car to a standstill. 
The Hennions, on the other hand, were 
equally bound to exercise reasonable care. 
That they did not know the location of the 
trolley tracks must be considered, but 
still it must be remembered that in these 
days all the principal. thoroughfares are 
crossed the trolley. The car was lighted 
by electr city. and made conspicuous the 
approach at least for seventy-five feet. The 
jury must decide whether the motorman 
or the Hennions were responsible. If both 
were jointly responsible, and the collision 
arose from a joint cause, the verdict must 
be for the defendants. The jury awarded 
Joseph Hennion $75, with $25 additional 
for the wreck of the wagon. 


Neufeld Ready to Die. 


SING SING, Jan. 13.—Willlam Neufeld, 
who is to die to-morrow morning for the 
murder of Mrs. Annie Kronman, in New 
York, is calm.

SCOLS & BUWINE, 409 Pearl street, New Yorks, 


AN EAST SIDE TRAGEDY. 
Witnesses Say Man Found with Frac- 


tured Skull Was Thrown Out of 
Fourth Floor Window. 


John Bellinette, a barber, twenty-four 
years old, living at 44 Oliver Street, is lying 
in a_eritical condition in Gouverneur 
Hospital with a fractured skull. He is said 
to have been thrown out of a fourth-story 
window, and five persons are under arrest 
in connection with the affair. 

Shortly before midnight on Saturday, 
’atrolman Edward J. O'Rourke of the 
Madison Street Station found the injured 
man in the yard of 22 Hamilton Street. 
Timothy Hayes and John Delaney 134 
Cherry Street, which is directly in the rear 
of Hamilton Street, informed the pa- 
trolman that about 11:30 o'clock they heard 
cries for help coming from the fourth floor 
of 22 Hamilton Street. They went to their 
windows and saw, they allége, a man 
being thrown out of the window where the 
noise came from. While they were still at 
the window they saw a man stoop over the 
body of the injured man and take his over- 
coat and hat. 

Patrolman O'Rourke arrested Salvatore 
Adriate and his wife, Theresa, and an- 
other woman named Philamina Perchaine, 
who were found in the rooms from one 
window of which it was alleged the in- 
jured man was thrown. On a bed were 
found a coat and hat, which, the police- 
man says, are the property of Bellinette. 
The prisoners protested their innocence of 
any wrongdoing. They denied that there

was any quarrel in their rooms, and said 
they did not know who the injured man 
was, 

In the Essex Market Court yesterday, 


Magistrate Brann held them without bail to 
await the result of the man’s injuries. 

Later Detectives Shea and Sheehan of the 
Madison Street Station, who had been put 
upon the case, arrested Raphael Cresanzo 
and Francisco Rimardo. These men also 
were in the room at the time Bellinette was 
injured. 

During the afternoon the grandfather of 
the injured man went to Gouverneur Hos- 
pital and identified him. Bellinette recov- 
ered consciousness for a few minutes at 8 
o'clock last night. The nurse attending 
him said that he then told her his name 
was John Miller and that he lived at 66 
William Street. The police, in view of the 
grandfather's identification, put this down 
as an incoherent statement. 

Detective Sheehan says Bellinette was 
once sentenced to seven years for perjury, 


but his term was shortened owing to his 
good behavior. From what the detectives 


have been able to learn, Bellinette and Cre- 
sanzo quarreled on Saturday night. The 
latter accused Bellinette of cheuting him 
out of some money, and Bellinette, on Cre- 
sanzo threatening to kill him, tried to es- 
cape from the room by the fire-escape and 
was either thrown or fell off.

BERLIN, Jan. 13.—Emperor 
cently ordered Privy Councilor Rathenau, 
the Potsdam Director of the Allgemeine 
Elektricitaets-Gesellschaft, to report upon 
plans for introducing electric traction on 
Germany's trunk lines, a matter in which 
the Kaiser is deeply interested. Herr Rath- 
enau informed the Emperor that the first 
experiments would be made next Summer 
on the military road from Berlin to Zessen, 
a distance of thirty kilometers. 

Machines are now being built by the 
Allgemeine Elektricitaets-Gesellschaft and 
the Siemens & Halske Electrical Company 
which are expected. to speed from 200 to 
“50 kilometers, (132 to 155 miles.) 

The plan contemplates connecting the 
largest German cities electrically with a 
system of single cars, carying sixty per- 
sons each, running every ten or fifteen 
minutes, and capable of covering two hun- 
dred and fifty kilometers.

-RUSSIA’S BUDGET FOR 1901. 


ST. PETERSBU RG, Jan. 15.—The Rus- 
sian Minister of Finance, M. Witte, has 
submitted his budget statement for 1901. 
This shows a surplus in tke ordinary esti- 
mates of 73,443,450 rubles, notwithstanding 
heavy expenditures on account of the oper- 
ations in China. 

In the course of his stament M. 
announces that the financial situation is 
tavorable, and no foreign loan will be re- 
quired this year, unless unforeseen com- 
plications should arise. Such a condition 
as this, he insisted, represented a great 
financial success.

surplus, the extraordinary estimates pro- 
duce a total deficit of 56,886,000 rubles. 
This, however, is not called a deficit. as it 
is fully provided for, as usual, out of the 
reserve resources of the Imperial Treasury, 
which at the beginning of the year amount- 
ed to 123,000,000 rubles. 

M. de Witte pointed to the unfavorable 
fact that there had been a diminution of 
the gold in the country during 1900 by 74,- 
000,000 rubles. He declared himself. confi- 
dent, however, that the amount of gold re- 





maining was sufficient to enable Russia 
to wait for better times. The present 
stock in circulation, he said, amounted to 


1,492,000,000 rubles, with an excess of gold 
in the Treasury over paper money in cir- 
culation of 225,000,000. He believes that 
the European money markets will gradual- 
ly regain their former balance, unlesp

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WHAT ARE WE DOING IN THE PHIL- 


IPPINES ? 


The course of the Administration Sen- 
ators in the debate on the Army Dill 
seems to us to confirm very strongly the 
expediency and the necessity of giving 
the country fuller and more intelligible 
information as to the situation in the 
islands than has heretofore been vouch- 
safed. We have already called attention 
to this matter, and the general policy 
of the friends, advisers, and supporters 
of the Government in the Senate makes 
it not merely desirable, but imperative, 
that more and better light shall be af- 


forded, 


In the discussion of the Army bill the 
Administration Senators have insisted 
on the need of an army at least as large 
as the one we now have in the Philip- 
pines. When questioned as to the time 
for which such a force would be needed, 
they have given but indefinite replies. 
They have been vaguely cheerful, but 
entirely unwilling and apparently un- 
able to set a time at which the country 
could expect a diminution of the force. 
Nor have they given any clear notion 
of the elements in the situation which 
now require force or of what is being 
done to abate this requirement, or of 
the policy by which the Government 
hopes to secure progressive co-opera- 
tion from a part of the native population 
in establishing peace and order and pros- 
perity. This obscurity, and even evasive- 
ness, in their utterances is the more to 
be regretted because the one source from 
which the Administration led us to ex- 
pect adequate information has so far 
failed us. When the Taft Civil Commis- 
sion was sent out, the character of its 
members, the views they expressed, and 
the instructions they were reported to 
have received, all justified the confidence 
of the friends of the Administration that 
from them we should.from time to time 
be able to learn the exact facts neces- 
sary for an intelligent opinion as to the 
policy of our Government and its work- 


ing. 


Now, the only report from the Taft 
commission of any significance that has 
been made public was one on the eve of 
the election practically stating that the 
progress of pacification was satisfactory 
and that within sixty days after the 
hopes of the Fi.ninos in arms had been 
dashed by the defeat of Mr. BRYAN the 
insurrection would fall to pieces.

We submit that the situation is ex- 
tremely unsatisfactory. It is the right 
of the American people that they shall 
know definitely what their Government 
has tried to do in the Philippines, how 
far it has really succeeded and how far 
it has failed, what are the causes of 
failure, and what remedy is intended. 
This right is recognized and urged, not 
by the opponents or the unreasonable 
critics of the Government, but by many 
of its faithful friends and supporters. 
These feel, and are justified in feeling, 
that they have not been accorded that 
candid and respectful treatment to which 
they are entitled. They are not blind 
partisans, and they cannot be asked to 
act as if they were. They are not chil- 
dren, and no one has the right to tel? 
them to be good and keep quiet until 
their teachers get ready to talk with 
them. The American people as a whole 
are sensible and patriotic. They do not 
ask that their Government shall always 
be entirely successful. They can and 
will stand inevitable disappointment or 
delay with fortitude. But they want to 
know in reasonable detail about the 
management of their own business by 
their own agents. At present they have 
not that knowledge. The sooner it is

——Prof. CHARLES ELI0T NorTON, while 
engaged last week in enumerating to the 
Unitarian Club of Boston the many rea- 
sons which, in his opinion, would justify 
its members for regretting the lateness of 
their appearance upon the terrestrial scene, 
laid much stress on the demoralizing tend- 
encies of modern democracy.

FELIX ADLER TALKS 
ON CITY DEGRADATION 


New York Controlled by Men Who 
Profit from Lowlessness. 








SAYS THIS CITY NEEDS A BRAIN 





Education and a Club Where All 
Classes Would Meet on a Level 
Needed to Bring About Reform. 





Felix Adler spoke yesterday morning be- 
fore the Society for Ethical Culture, at Car- 
negie Music Hall, on ‘“‘ The Degradation of 
Great Cities and the Remedies.”’ In his ad- 
dress he said: ‘‘A great city—what a ter- 
rible problem it presents! Who of us can 
say that he comprehends the city in which 
he lives? Victor Hugo is the only man 
who has adequately portrayed the mystery 
of a great city. From the progressive cen- 
sus returns, it appears to be a question of 
but a little time until one-half or more of 
the people of this country will live in 
cities. And we are bound to ask, Is our 
plan of government succeeding in cities? 
For it is not in New York alone that the 
question is presented. Croker and Platt 
are not the only figures of their kind be- 
fore the public. It is because we have 
broken down here, it: is because of the 
shame and hideous degradation of our 
municipal system, that many men are shak- 
ing their heads to-day, and are saying 
that the experiment of popular self-gov- 
ernment is a failure. 

“A good city is like a good man, and in 
my opinion there is no man who can be 
described as thoroughly good; one, that is, 
without passions that mislead him, above 
temptation, and without things in his life 
which he prefers to keep hidden. If there 
is such a man, white all through, it must 
be because he has been so situated that 
he has never got very deep into life. Most 


/ of the fighters in the work of this world 


have been more or less wounded and 
searred in the struggle. In a good city, 


the moral forces are on top and the devils } 


are chained. 
WHY NEW YORK IS WICKED. 
“What is a bad city? New York. [Sen- 
sation.] In New York, Philadelphia, Chi- 
cago, the devils are on top. We have put 
the burglar in charge of the bank. That 
is all the trouble. In this city, the main- 


tenance of law is in the handg of those | 


who are profiting by the violation of law. 


The whole movement for reform means | 
simply to depose the burglar and the oth- 


ers who profit by the violation of law. 
There is at present what is called an *‘ anti- 
vice crusade’ in this city. The newspapers 
record it, it reaches into private life, and 


there is evidence that even those in power | 


cannot escape the impression that the 
signs are ominous. And many of those 
who at present feel most outraged by the 
conduct of our City Government are not 


without guilt themselves. It is because | 


the forees of corruption have passed the 
line that even the worldly minded draw, 
that the present gust of indignation has 
come. 

“There are social vices which have al- 
ways existed, and which will doubtless for 
a long time continue to exist. The trouble 
is that they have been artificially pam- 
pered and positively encouraged. The vile 
stream has overflowed its banks, and is 
bearing the little children away on its 
terrible flood. It is that fact which has 
evoked the storm of protest. 

‘But why is it that leading professional 
and business men, college professors, and 
clergymen are compelled to take up work 
that ought to be attended to by the city’s 
paid servants? Why should they have to 
give up their time to become moral scav- 
engers, to teach the very elements, the A B 
Cs, of municipal affairs? I some times hear 
fools talk as if the whole situation were 
covered by saying that these evils are 
bound to exist, and I feel like saying: ‘ Of 
course they will exist as long as men like 
you exist, but beeause there must be a 
drain in a city is no reason for having it 
in the open street, or diverted into the 
homes of the poor.’ Leave the drain where 
it ought to be, under the ground. 

‘Now, this state of affairs exists in all 
the large cities of the country, especially 
in the Democratic cities. And the problem 
is much more difficult in a democracy, not 
speaking in a partisan sense, than under 
a monarchy. Under a Government that 
is more or less autocratic, the great city 
is usually a capital and the seat of mili- 
tary power. Through that power the au- 
thorities are able to keep the lower classes 
down, and by lower classes I mean the 
criminal classes. Under the law, or ancient 
traditions, power belongs to the aristocracy, 
and the aristocrats use their power. 

‘* Why is it that nowhere is there such a 
strain upon popular government, as in our 
city? There are all sorts of reasons. Some 
say, ‘The masses are too ignorant.’ Well, 
I am a great believer in education, but I 
know that there are men very well edu- 
cated on the intellectual side, who are 
among the greatest knaves that exist. I 
dare say there are thousands of men who 
are among the most active of the anti- 
social forces in this city to-day who 
could read the Constitution and comment on 
what they read intelligently. The fact that 
they are able to read the Constitution of 
the United States is no proof that they 
have assimilated and profited by the prin- 
ciples enunciated therein. 3ecause illit- 
eracy is a real danger, it does not by any 
means follow that literacy is a remedy for 
all our present ills. The poor children are 
taught in the schools to repeat, parrot-like, 
what is called ‘civics,’ but does that 
teach them patriotism? A child can be 
taught patriotism if the teacher is pene- 
trated by a deeply patriotic feeling. By 
telling children” of the struggles and 
achievements of such men as the heroes of 
the civil war, a spirit of patriotism can 
be inculcated, but not by teaching by rote 
mere lists of officers. 


SOME REMEDIES SUGGESTED. 


‘We are also told that one remedy’ for 
the present condition is to improve the 
condition of the poor. And there is a great 
deal in it. If a man works twelve or four- 
teen hours a day, with no time for recrea- 
tion, scarcely even to see his family, what 
sort of a citizen is he going to be? You 
might as well expect to carve a magnifi- 
cent statue out of a log of rotten wood, as 
expect such a man to be a useful citizen. 
And under a government on a democratic 
plan, we must see to it that the elements 
of a decent human life are possible. Inev- 
itably, political reform is bound up with 
social reform. There is no reason why do- 
mestic industries should not be excluded 
from the city entirely, if that should seem 
best, and the factory system substituted. 


And there is no reason for walting for the | 
millennium before introducing such a re- | 


form. 

‘* Again, in Summer the poor can go to 
the seashore for recreation, but in Winter 
the grogshop is absolutely their only re- 
sort. There is to be a great public library 
soon in the centre of the city. Of course 
that is a good thing, but the city has done 
absolutely nothing toward providing for 
the wants of the great mass of the people. 
Why are there not free reading rooms, the 


do more for good citizenship to have a rec- 


than could be accomplished by a hundred 
fancy schemes for reform. 


“But at the root of all the trouble is | 
partisan dictatorship—the boss system, as it | 
is called. Yet I am a little tired of be- | 
laboring the bosses. There are so many of | 


them evérywhere. They grow oft of the 
natural conditions of affairs. Of course 


it happens to be the gentleman with the 
conspicuous personality who has the kind- 
ness to run the City of New York for us. 
People even talk as if the whole trouble 
would be mended as soon_as we give him 
his congé. Such talk is, of course, futile, 
The older persons here remember his pred- 
ecessor, and I am afraid you of the young- 
er generation may have cause to remember 
his successor. 

“TI believe the dual party system is large- 
ly to blame. With two parties fighting, 
and all the time expecting battle, there is 
a tendency to concentrate power in the 
hands of a dictator. Goldwin Smith be- 
lieves that the dual party system is every- 
where weakening, and [ am inclined to the 
same opinion. 

‘“‘But the power of the boss rests on the 
income which he controls. This is in the 
first place’ from patronage which has been 
in part cut off from his _ control by the 
civil service regulations. The fanatics of 
civil service reform, however, overlook the 
fact that as this particular source of in- 
come “was taken away another one came 
up through the corporations. The boss has 
benefits to confer, and tear to inspire. And 
in places of employment he has an en- 
tirely new means of reward. The next step 
must be to cut off this control over cor- 
porations. An officer of a corporation re- 
cently said to me: ‘I hate and despise my- 
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self for signing this check, but T have got 
to do it.’ In mogt cases the corporation 
officers do not themselves have clean 
hands. They enjoy franchises which they 
have not paid for, or in other respects they 
are profiting at the pubiic expense. By 
preventing their enjoying the privileges to 
which they are not entitled, we can make 
corporations more independent, less sub- 
ject to the fear of the boss. Public super- 
vision and control and tne publicity of ac- 
counts is generally favored as a meas to 
this end. : 

“The third source of the power of the 
boss is crime. He gets supplies from the 
jailbirds. It is not enough for us to stop 
the mischief in the ‘ red-light’ district. It 
is not enough to bring a few individual of- 
fenders to condign punishment. This is not 
merely an ‘ anti-vice crusade’; there never 
was a greater misnomer. We must cut off 
this line of supplies to the besieged citadel 
= we wish to destroy the power of the 

Oss, 

“But all these remedies are slow. Is 
there no way by which we can do some- 
thing without waiting for education and 
improved conditions to effect their work? 
In the first place it must be said we are 
not a very courageous people. We ignore 
evils, we do not always face them. 

‘We beat our heads against a stone wall, 
and when we find that is ineffeetive, we 
return to the pleasant pastime. When we 
gained ground a few years ago, why did 
we lose it again? It is a libeF on the peo- 
ple to say the majority really approve.the 
present state of affairs. It is often gaid 
we have the kind of Government we de- 
serve. I do not know about that—it de- 
pends upon your definition of ‘ deserve.’ 
But it is due to the fact that the reformers 
themselves have somehow inspired mistrust 
that we have lost ground again, That aw- 
ful cry, ‘ To hell with reform,’ still rings in 
my ears. There is in it a hatred, a bitter- 
ness, that reminds me of the worst phases 
of the French Revolution. 


WHERE REFORMERS FAIL. 


“Why is it that we create mistrust? Is 
it not time for us to ask that question? 
‘Let us have good government; vote with 
us,’ say the reformers. And with what 
scowling hatred, bitterness, is that invita- 
tion greeted. The reformers of this city 
present a sublime spectacle of ignorance 
with respect to their surroundings. Thig 
is a great cosmopolitan city with German, 
Bohemian, Italian, Russian-Jewish cities 


| in it as well as an American city. Each one 


is influenced by its own natural leaders. 
The two organizations opposed to reform 
have the sagacity to appreciate this. And 
they select from these varied populations 
men who are shrewd and unscrupulous, but 
who are thoroughly identified with their 
people. We reformers have not displayed 
a bit of that sagacity. We generally invite 
some Germans and others to go on com- 
mittees, but instead of being natural lead- 
ers of their people they are usually so 
assimilated as to be practically natives. 
And these invitations usually come after 
we have nominated our ticket and got the 
whole thing started. These varied poula- 
tions look upon it all as a scheme to give 
power and if not wealth supremacy—the 
right to lead to the native poulation and 
to those at the head of the movement. 
That right to lead is not conceded in a 
democratic community, we cannot expect 
that it should be conceded. 

‘““What we need in this city is a brain. 
We have a nervous system, but no brain. 
There are tariff reform clubs and eivic re- 
form clubs—all along Fifth Avenue. We 
have University Settlements on the east 
side. But there is no single club or organ- 
ization where the leaders of all sections 
meet, learn to know and to respect each 
other. There are all sorts of clubs, but 
not one of the sort that we need, a cosmo- 
politan club. We are too much disposed to 
hold aloof. Let us not repeat this mistake 
of having a reform movement accentuate 
the importance of one class. If any one 
class does claim supremacy, it will be pun- 
ished at the polls every time. This is to 
my mind the deepest reason for the failure 
of reform movements in this city.’’ 

Prof. Adler announced that during the 
past week a $50,000 subscription had been 
doubled, and a $20,000 subscription in- 
creased to $50,000, and another $20,000 sub- 
scription received toward the construction 
of the Ethical Culture Hall on Central Park 
West, between Sixty-third and Sixty-fourth 
Streets. All these are conditional on the 
total sum, $800,000, being subscribed. But 
$250,000 more is needed, and Prof. Adler 
hoped it would be subscribed by the twen- 
ty-fifth anniversary, next May. 









BOWERY MISSION ANNIVERSARY. 


Rev. T. De Witt Talmage Preaches on 
the Purification of the City. 
The Academy of Music was filled yester- 
day afternoon at the celebration of the 
twentieth anniversary of the Bowery Mis- 
sion and Young Men’s Home, 55 Bowery, 
and to hear the Rev. T. De Witt Talmage 
preach. Men who had come under the in- 
fluence of the mission nearly filled the top 
gallery, and with them sat Mrs. Sarah J. 
Bird, who is known as the “ mother” of 

the mission. 
Nearly 6,000 men and women joined in 
the hymns under the leadership of the 


Rev. F. H. Jacobs. J. J. Hallimond, Super- 
intendent of the mission, said that among 
similar institutions the world over the 
Bowery Mission held a unique place, eing 
supported largely by small contributions 
from men who had been rescued by the 
mission or from their fathers or mothers, 
The whole community, he said, was now 
aroused over the purification of the city, 
but for twenty years the Bowery- Mission 
had fought the battle for purity in one of 
the darkest and most desperate sections of 
the city. Never, he said, was the city so 
full of young prodigals, who come to the 
city, by some strange fascination find their 
way to the Bowery, and there short work 
is made of them; they are lured into the 
dives, poolrooms, brothels, and other dens, 
and robbed and turned adrift. Then it is 
that they find their way to the Bowery 
Mission and are often returned to their 
homes. Mr. Hallimond appealed for funds 
to extend their work among this class, and 
for their work in behalf of the unemployed. 

The Rev. Dr. T. De Witt Talmage said: 
“The Bowery Mission has brought 3" 
souls to grace in the past year. It offers 
the bread of this world in one hand and 
the bread of life in the other. It is through 
such a Gospel as this, with one wing over 
this life and the other over the life to 
come, that this city is to be saved My 
prayers and sympathy are with the move- 
ment for the purification of the city. It 
will be accomplished. The century opens 
with brightness. The most popular book to- 
day is the Bible, the most popular institu- 
tion the Church, the most popular person, 
Jesus Christ. Thousands would die for Him 
where one would die for another man. We 
will probably have four or five great re~- 
vivals this century like that in 1857, when 
500,000 souls were brought te God. ‘The 
city will be reclaimed. Official authority 
can do much, but nothing. can take the 
place of the grace of God.”

perintendent of Public Schools in Cuba, 

Mr. Frye arrived from Havana with his 
wife yesterday, and they are at the Fifth 
Avenue Hotel. Mr. Frye has resigned his 
position, and, after attending to some byisi- 
ness in Boston, will go to his home, in 
California. He is the author of many 
works, owns several fruit farms, and 
possessed of independent means. 

His salary in Cuba was $4,500 per annum, 
and this was reduced at his own request, 
first to 83,000, then to $2,400, and then 
raised without his knowledge to $3,600. 
All that he received in salary, with $1,700 
additional, he contributed to charitable in- 
stitutions in Cuba. 

‘T have neither the time nor the in- 
clination to go into a general discussion of

existing conditions in Cuba,” he said, in 
reply to a question, yesterday. ‘‘ It would 
do little good and might cause much 
harm.” 


“Is it true that there was friction be- 
tween Governor General Wood and your- 


self relating to the management of the 
schools?’’ he was asked, 
*All my conversations with Gen. Wood 


were very pleasant,’ he replied, guardedly. 

“Is tt true that you resigned because 
you feli that military officials were ham- 
pering you in your work?” 

“ Well, I won't say that. I applied for 
a@ leave of absence for three months. That 
was granted; but when I saw how things 
were drifting I decided to resign, and I 
telegraphed my resignation to Secretary 
Reot before leaving Cuba. My successor, 

believe, has not been appointed.” 

‘What is the condition of the schools in 
Cuba?” 

“There has been a great improvement. 
While there were not more than 10,000 

upils in 1897, there were 142,000 in May, 

900. The highest number ever registered 
before the war was 34,000, and the attend- 
ance never exceeded 17,000. There were 
no public schools, in reality, under Spanish 
rule, and the school property had little or 
no value. Recently Gen. Wood got the 
idea that many o1.the schools reported by 
me, and for which money was being drawn, 
did not exist. He gathered this by infor- 


mation submitted by subordinates. In my 
reports I reported the number of aulas, 
«schoolrooms,) while the military officers 
counted only the escuelas, (schoolhouses,) 
thus confounding matters.

ERNEST H. CROSBY’S LECTURE. 






Monopolies May Own the Government, 


He Says, in Discussing Eco- 
nomic Questions. 


ernest H. Crosby lectured yesterday aft- 
ernoon before the Woman’s Henry George 
League at their clubrooms, 27 West Forty- 
second Street, on the ‘' Purification of New 
York.”” This meeting was presided over by 
Mrs. J. S. Crosby, President of the league. 
“We are confronted,” he said ‘‘ with the 
fact that Wall Street is trying to purify 
the Bowery. I hope the movement will be 
successful, but I believe all the committees 
will find plenty to do before it is accom- 
plished.”’ 

He spoke of the reasons for the immoral- 
ity of the east side, and said it had its 
foundation primarily in that spirit of com- 
mercialism which desired to get something 
for nothing, and in the use of governmental 
powers for the enriching of individuals. 
Overcrowding in the tenements he cited as 
one of the direct causes of immorality. 
This overcrowding, he said, was due to the 
greed of the landlord who tried to get all 
he could out of his investment; to the high 


price at which the vacant lands in the 
Suburbs were held, making it hard for 
working people to build homes accessible 
to their work; to the high rate of trans- 
portation on the street railways; to the 
high price of gas, and to the low pay and 
long hours of work which corporations and 
other employing agencies demand of their 
employes. These, he said, all have their 
origin in greed, in the desire to get some- 
thing for nothing. 

He declared that the Metropolitan Trac- 
tion Company has at least $10,000,000 worth 
of watered stock, stock for which no money 
was ever paid, and -which represents the 
value of the franchise that was given them 
by the people. The Consolidated Gas Com- 


pany, he said he had been reliably in- 
formed, had formerly made gas for 45 cents 
per 1,000 feet, but now by a new process 


could make it at a cost of only 15 cents per 
1,000. They charge the people, he said, $1 
per 1,000, using their franchise, the power 
granted to them by government, to get 
money from the people. . 

‘One of the lessons to be learned during 
this twentieth century,” he said, “is. that 
you can be tyrannized over by industrial 
concerns using governmental powers_as 
well as by the Government direct. The 
protective tariff is a plain use of Govern- 
ment for enriching private individuals. 
Fortunes built up in that way are clearly 
against the public weal. 

‘“‘I feel sorry for the policemen. I am 
sure they are no better or worse than 
other people. They only do what they see 
being done around them every day. It is 
their desire to get something for nothing 


that is all. The manner in which they go 
about it is nastier, but in principle it 1s 
about the same as that governing other 


business enterprises around them.” 

He favered abolishing the tariff as a be- 
ginning in the right direction, and the 
adoption of the single-tax idea as another 
forward step. In the matter of Government 
ownership, he said he did not favor that 
as a rule, but that conditions could become 
such as to make it the Jess. r of two evils. 
There was such a thing, he declared, as the 
Government being owned by the monop- 
olies. When it came, he said, to the ques- 
tion of the monopolies owning the Govern- 


ment or the Government the monopolies, 
he was for Government ownership every 
time. The best remedy of all, he said, was 


to educate the people up to’ the sentiment 
that every man is entitled to his own earn- 
ings. 

The speaker did not appear to be very 
hopeful of the outcome of the present re- 
form movement in the city, and said it 
was absurd to start a crusade against the 
east side and not against Wall Street. 
The crusade, he said, might result in the 
checking of such flagrant flaunting of vice 
in our midst, but that no permanent good 
would ccme until the seat of the trouble 
was attacked. 


COMMODORE HENDERSON DEAD. 


Chief Engineer of the Navy Passes 


Away at His Home in Yonkers. 

Commodore Alexander Henderson, Chief 
Engineer, United States Navy, died at his 
residence, 87 Locust Hill Avenue, Yonkers, 
on Saturday evening . 

Commodore Henderson was born in Wash- 
ington, D. C., on July 12, 1832. He was the 
of the late Col. Thomas Henderson, 
United States-Army, and the grandson of 
Commodore Thomas Truxtun, United States 
Navy. He entered the navy as a Third 
Assistant Engineer in February, 1851. He 
was in Commoder Perry’s fleet which vis- 
ited the Orient ‘in 1852-5, and opened up 
Japan to intercourse with Western civiliza- 
tion. He served in the Mediterranean in 
1856-7, and took part in the famous Para- 
guay expedition in 1858. 

He again served in the Mediterranean in 


1859 and 1860, and in 1861, though a Vir- 
ginian, of one of the oldest Southern fam- 
ilies, with many of his relatives in the 
Confederate service, he returned to the 
United States and served in the Northern 
tleet throughout the civil war. He was 
in most of the bombardments undertaken 
by the Atlantic Blockading Squadron, and, 
while serving on the James River, partici- 
pated in the siege of Petersburg and the 
capture of Richmond. Afterward he was 
successively the fleft engineer of the Asi- 
atic and of the European stations. 

In 1882, when the building of the present 
‘“new navy ”’ was about to begin, Mr. Hen- 
derson was made the engineering head of 
the Naval Advisory Board, and the en- 
gines of the first vessels of the new navy 
were designed by him and built under his 
supervision. When the work of the Ad- 
visory Board was finished in 1889, he be- 
came Chief Engineer of the Boston Navy 
Yard, and filled that office until shortly 
before his retirement with the rank of 
Commodore in July, 1894. ° 

The very day after his retirement from 
active service he went into business as 
Treasurer of the Manhattan Rubber Man- 
ufacturing Company. Later he organized 
and conducted a steamship company, run- 
ning a line of vessels on the coast of Maine. 
He lived for three years in New York 
City, until 1897, when he took up his per- 
manent residence in Yonkers.

When the Spanish war broke out, he 
volunteered his services, and again re- 
turned to active duty, serving until the 


close of the war as Fleet Engineer of the 
Auxiliary Navy. 

He leaves a widow and five children. 
One of his brothers was an army officer, 
and one was an officer in the navy. One 
of his sisters married Gen. Eastman, United 
States Army, and another was the wife of 
the late Rear Admiral Thomas T. Craven, 
United States Navy; Rear Admiral Henry 
L. Howison, now residing in Yonkers, and 
Col. J. V. D. Middleton, United States 
Army, are his_ brothers-in-law, and his 
three sons and his son-in-law, William H. 
Stayton, all served in the navy during the 
Spanish-American war. 

The funeral services will be held to-mor- 
row afternoon in St. Paul’s Church, Yonk- 
ers. 


FISHERMAN’S GHASTLY CATCH. 


Finds Mass of Human Hair on His Line 
—To Drag Conesus Lake. 

ROCHESTER, N. Y., Jan. 13.—While 
fishermen were angling through the ice on 
Conesus Lake, near Lakeville, last Thurs- 
day, one of them, after a difficult pull, 
landed his hook, and was horrified upon 
examination to find clinging to the line a 
mass of tangled human hair, apparently 
that of a woman. 

The men were not far from the site of 
the Degarmo cottage, where last Fall oc- 
curred the tragic death of little Marie 
Lennon. William Degarmo, Jr., is now 
under arrest charged with the murder of 
the Lennon girl.. Mrs. Lennon, the child's 
mother,’ disappeared about the time the 
child died, and a double interest now at- 
taches to the fishermen’s find. It is sup- 
posed there must be the dead body of a 
woman in the water under the ice. The 
lake will be dragged as soon as the condi- 
tions will permit.

Husband and Wife Fire Many Shots at 
Ezmi Other, but Neither Is Hurt.

NOTED MONEY LENDER DEAD 


Career of “Greatest of Modern 
Shylocks ” Ends in London. 








Samuel Lewis Made the British Nobility 
His Special Prey—Huge Scale 
of His Operations. 





LONDON, Jan. 13.—Samuel Lewis, the 
notorious money lender and usurer, who 
has been called the “ greatest and meanest 
of modern Shylocks,” is dead. 


Samuel Lewis was the most famous 
money lender in the United Kingdom of the 
last quarter of a century. He was the orig- 
inal of the villains in half a score of well- 
known novels, but, so far from the ro- 
mances exaggerating the extent of his oper- 
ations, the majority of them failed to do 
justice to it. 

It is a strange coincidence that the death 
of Lewis occurs at the time that the new 
English act to regulate money lending 
goes into effect. The provisions of this 
act are directed mainly against the busi- 
ness methods of Lewis and the smaller 
fry which imitate them, and it is expect- 
ed that the law will have a most salutary 
effect in checking some of the most flag- 
rant forms of robbing rich young men. 

it was from young men that the bulk of 
Lewis’s immense fortune—estimated by 
some persons at £17,000,000—was obtained. 
Hardly a noble spendthrift of recent times 
who has come to grief but has been found 
to be indebted to the famous money lender 
tor a large amount. Even royalty itself, if 
oft repeated reports have any foundation, 
was trequently engaged in business trans- 
actions with him, and there is no doubt 
that certain members of the British royal 
family have shown courtesies to the money 
lender at race courses and other gatherings 
which seem inexplicable on any other 
theory. 

As to “Sam” Lewis’s early antecedents 
little is known. He never talked about his 
after running through his immense in- 
his business was a gradual one. The non- 
borrowing public has heard about him in 
recent years chiefly through the feports 
ot proceedings in the law courts. It was 
Lewis who was in great measure responsi- 
ble for the downfall of Ernest Benzon, 
known to fame as ‘Jubilee Juggins.”’ 
When that remarkable young man came 
into over £1,000,000 on reaching his ma- 
jority, a large slice of it was paid over to 
Lewis, who retained his hold on Benzon 
until every penny of the latter's fortune 
was gone. 

Another famous case in which Lewis was 


a prominent figure was that of the last 
Marquis of Ailesbury, who died in 1894, 
after running th rough his immense in- 


heritance and mortgaging ‘his beautiful es- 


tate, Savernake Forest, the largest single 
property in the United Kingdom. Lord 
Ailesbury was declared a bankrupt some 


time before he died, and at the bankruptcy 
proceedings one of the principal creditors 
was Lewis, who presented a claim for 
+257,000, This represented only the bal- 
ance of his lordship’s debt. 

In November, 1897, still more of the light 
of publicity was thrown upon Lewis's busi- 
ness methods. At that time he sued Lieut. 
H. H. 8. Clay of the Second Life Guards 
for £11,113, the amount of two promissory 
notes cashed for Lord William Nevill, son 
of the Marquis of Abergavenny, who had 
allowed them to go to protest. It developed 
when the case came up in the courts that 
Lieut. Clay did not even know that he had 
indorsed the notes, the signatures being ob- 
tained from him by trickery. He thought 
he was witnessing a couple of deeds for his 
fellow-officer. It was also developed that 
the amount of interest even nominally 
charged by Lewis was a little under 40 per 
cent, per annum, Afterward Lord William 
had to answer in the criminal courts for 
his action in obtaining Lieut. Clay’s signa- 
tures and was sentenced to a term of years 
in prison. At the civil trial it was stated 
that the parents of another confiding young 
man who had indorsed Lord William’s 
paper had been obliged to pay to Lewis a 
sum of over £40,000, 

It would be impossible even to recapitu- 
late all the celebrated cases which have 
come to light through the medium of legal 
proceedings in which Lewis played the 
part of the unrelenting Shylock. Of course, 
the affairs which became known to the 
public were only a fraction—a very small 
fraction—of the volume of business which 
he transacted. He had nothing to do with 
middle class borrowers, confining his oper- 
ations to the nobility and the very rich. 

Eight months ago all aristocratic London 
was astonished to learn that this man, who 
had the reputation of possessing about as 
much heart as a piece of flint had mar- 
ried Miss Fanny Ward, the American bur- 
lesque actress. Every one expressed doubt 
as to the truth of the report, but it was 
stated that it had been fully confirmed. 
Miss Ward appeared in several productions 
in this city about ten years ago, her great- 
est success being in the part of Cupid in 
David Henderson's production of ‘‘ Sinbad.”’ 
Before she married Lewis, Miss Ward had 
also became known to fame through the 
medium of the law courts, suing the son of 
a wealthy New Yorker for breach of prom- 
ise. The suit never came to trial, being 
settled by mutual agreement. 

Lewis took his bride to his beautiful place 
on the Thames, at Maidenhead. He pur- 
chased it from Countess Cowley in 1895 for 
£12,000.

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THE FRENCH RELIGIOUS BILL. 


Provisions of the Measure Which Af- 
fects Roman Catholic Orders.

Here are the most im- 
portant features of the proposed law, which 
does not once mention religious orders, al- 
though it is aimed wholly at them. The 
Pope has repeatedly protested against the 
enactment of this law, and according to the 
Libre Parole has given orders to the Apos- 


tolic Nuncio in Paris to ask for his pass- 
ports immediately if the vote this week is 
tavorable, i 

Article 1.—An association is a convention by 
which two or more persons place their know- 
ledge and activity in common with a purpose 
other than the division of the benefits thus ob- 
tained. 

Article 2.—All associations established on an 
illegal basis or point of interest, or contrary to 
rights, which have na commercial value, are 
void and of no effect. 

Article 8.—No association unworthy of legal 
recognition can in any case of form have the 
right of constituting a legal civic personality. 

Article 13.—No association will be recognized 
legally existent without a special decree from 
the Council of State, if it be, (a) between 
Frenchmen and foreigners; (b) between French- 
men alone when the seat and management of 
the same is situated in a foreign country or 
managed by forelgners. ° 

Article 1 includes all religious orders, as 
the purpose of their formation is not the 
division of the benefits accruing from their 
community life. Article 2 is especially de- 
signed to forbid the emission of vows, 
which is therein called the renouncing of 
rights which have no commercial value, 
like the right of marriage, the right of 
nee. &c., which the monks renounce 
n joining their orders by the emission of 
their vows. Articte 8 denies to this kind 
of association the right to constitute a 
legal civic pareeeeeny. and, therefore, the 
right of possession before the civil law. 
Article 13 aims more directly at.religious 
orders by disallowing all associations 
which, like monks and nuns, are generally 
composed of people of all nationalities, and 
obey a general and directors residing, no 
in Paris, but in Rome. 

As most of the present religious orders 
in France have already obtained legal 
recognition from the Government since the 
laws enacted under President Grevy, in 
March, 1880, an amendment has been in- 
troduced by the Waldeck-Rousseau Mi tis 
try decreeing that all persons who have 
not been educated in the public schools of 
the State shall be deemed unfit to occupy 
any military, naval, or civic position draw- 
ing a Government salary. This will be the 
most fatal blow to the educational institu- 
tions of the religious orders, because 
French parents will hereafter send their 
children to the State schools instead of 
having them sent to colleges kept by monks 
aoe nuns to the danger of their careers in 

fe.

DRUGGIST’S CAT KILLED.

Fed on Ground Glass—Many Dogs 
Poisoned in Westchester. 


George Smith, druggist, of Main Street, 
Westchester, up to last Friday, owned a 
cat known in the neighborhood as Tiddle- 
dywinks. On the evening of that day, 


Tiddledywinks disappeared. Yesterday 
morning some boys playing at the foot of 
Dock Street, along Westchester Creek, 
fished the cat’s body from the stream and 
told Mr. Smith about it. A post-mortem 
showed him that his pet had been fed on 
ground glass. 

Mr. Smith has his suspicions, but he 
wasn't saying anything yesterday. Some of 
his neighbors were heard to say last night 
that Tiddledywinks’s reputation in that 
part of Westchester was bad, merely from 
the cat's predilection for birds and its s 
in catching them both before and after 
dark. Just what this has to do with. the 
ground glass treatment is not known, but 
Mr. Smith would like to find out who killed 
his cat, which, he said, weighed forty 
pounds and measured, from tail to nose, 
3 teet. 

The death of the cat revived the talk last 
night of the poisoning within two months of 
several dogs in the neighborhood. William 
Apfel, a near neighbor of the druggist, re- 
cently lost two Great Danes, Charles Ro- 
land and Brooks Brothers each a St. Ber- 
nard, and several other residents of the 
same locality have lost dogs of more or less 
value. Complaints have been made to the 
police and to the Society for the Preven- 
tion of Cruelty to Animals. 


POLICE CAPTAIN ASSAULTED.

ORANGE, N. J., Jan. 13.—A daring as-

Drawing 
a revolver, the man aimed at the officer 
and pulled the trigger. The Captain 
thovght his time had come. He has not 
carried a revolver in years and was totally 
unprepared for the assailant. The revolver 
failed to work, and a citizen who saw the 
affair ran to a telephone and called for 
assistance. 

When Kelly saw _ Bicycle Policeman 
Cronin scorching up the street he started 
to run, but when Cronin caught him, in 
the Lackawanna Railroad freight yard, 
Kelly was still full of fight. e leveled 
his revolver at Cronin, but the latter was 
not unprepared, and soon covered Kelly 
and forced him to back up against a fence, 
when he disarmed him. An examination 
of the revolver showed that it was an old 
weapon, and some new cartridges that 
Kelly had loaded it with were not the right 
kind for active service. 

Capt. Leary decided after the occurrence 
to clean up his revolver and carry it with 
him, so that he would not be caught un- 
prepared again.

MAIL FOR ANARCHISTS SEIZED. 


Packages for -the Paterson Organ of 
Anarchy Held by Postal Authorities. 
PATERSON, N. J., Jan. 13.—Mystery sur- 

rounds the alleged seizure by the postal au- 

thorities of four registered packages matled 
to La Questione Sociale, the organ of the 

Anarchists in this city. The Group of the 

Right of Existence and the comrades of the 

two other Anarchist groups located here have 

formulated a protest and a demand for the 
delivery of the matter which has been 
forwarded to the authorities at Washington. 

La Questione Sociale and its editor, Pedro 
Esteve, came into prominence. when the 
discovery was made that Gaetano Brescl, 
the assassin of King Humbert of Italy, for- 
merly a silk weaver here, had been Es- 
teve’s friend: and associate. Editor Esteve 
and his associates openly avowed their 
principles, but denied any connection with 
Bresci or any other in the commission of 
violence. With the departure of the Com- 
misstoner the incident was ,considered 
closed, and his report is supposed to be 
filed in the archives of the Italian Govern- 
ment as a chapter in the history of Itaiy. 
Secret agents’ have, however, appeared at 
the headquarters of the Anarchists, and at 
the meetings: of the three groups. It,ap- 
peared that, all foreign communications 
have been watched with suspicion, the dé- 
livery of literature and pamphlets being 
followed by espionage and inquiry of de- 
tectives in New York, Philadelphia, and 
Baltimore. The object was to learn, if pos- 
S.vle, the strength and membership of the 
Anarchist oups, and if possible to iden- 
tify its individual membership. 

At the last meeting of the Group of the 
Right of Existence it was decided that ac- 
tion be taken upon the seizure of regis- 
tered mail sent to La Questione Sociale. 
Mr. Esteve stated that he could not account 
for the action of the postal authorities. The 
usual registered notice had been sent by 
the local office, but when called for was 
found ‘‘ suspected.”’ He had requested that 
the packet be opened and its contents ex- 
amined. The packages were opened 
and pamphlets and several books re- 
vealed. he packages were held, how- 
ever, and copies of the pamphlets sent for 
inspection, while the rest, Esteve said, were 
held pending a decision. Two registered 
packages were followed by two others, and 
the same course adopted. It appeared, he 
claimed, that the Governmept, under pre- 
tense of examination for dftiable matter, 
proposed to suspect the registered mail of 
the Anarchist publication. 

Editor Esteve said that a protest against 
the action and seizure had been ordered, 
but there was little involved beyond a de- 
sire to secure an official declaration. He 
said that pamphlets identical with those 
which had been held up when registered 
had been passed in the regular mail de- 
livery without question. The packages con- 
tained lectures by Krapotkine, Malatesta, 
‘*Patrictism and Government,” by Tolstoj, 
and works of a like character. 

At the Post Office a different state of af- 
fairs was made out. The packages, it ap- 
pares, had arrived stamped ‘‘ Supposed to 

e liable for duty.’’ According to the usual 
rule, the customs department at Newark 
had been notified and the packages opened 
with the orders to send copies of the pam- 
phiets, Later the packages were called for, 
and there the Post Office’s connection with 


the matter ended, as no order had come 
from the customs authorities. 


THIEF BESIEGED BY TROOPS. 








Frenchman Shuts Himself in Garret— 
Kills One Man, Wounds Two. 
TROYES, France, Jan, 1 At Saint Sa- 
bine Friday a man named Coquard, who 
was pursued by gendarmes because of 
many thefts, shut himself in the garret of 
his house with a quantity of arms and 
ammunition and threatened to kill any one 

who approached him. 

Yesterday he wounded two persons, and 
the house has since been besieged by gen- 
darmes and troops. This afternoon a cit- 
lIzen attempted, on his own responsibility, 
to make terms with Coquard, but the lat- 


ter killed him. The body of the dead man

French Naval Captain Dead.

French flotilla, he ran under the Siamese 
forts at the entrance to the Menam River 
and took his vessels to Bangkok, twenty 
miles up the stream. 


FIRES EXCITE THE TENDERLOIN 


Three Occur Within Two Hours, Two 
in Broadway Hotels, but Little 
Damage Is Done. 

Alarms for three fires, all in prominent 
buildings, were sent in within two hours 
yesterday evening from boxes located in 
the Tenderloin. In none of the cases was 
the damage heavy nor were there any in- 
juries; but there was much excitement in 

the neighborhood. 

The first alarm followed the discovery of 
fire in the apartments of Milton Roblee, 
Froprietor of the Bartholdi Hotel, Broad- 
way and Twenty-third Street. Mr. Roblee’s 
epartments are en the second floor of the 
hotel,.and some one had dropped a lighted 
cigar stump in a waste paper basket. The 
paper biazed up, in the absence of any 
one in the room, and set fire to a writing 
table. There was considerable excitement 
in the hotel when thé engines came clang- 
ing to the hotel corner. The blaze was 
quickly extinguished, and the damage 
amounted to about $50. 

An hour later Policeman Hauk of the 
West Thirtieth Street Station saw a third- 
floor awning ablaze on the Forty-first 
Street side or the Criterion Hotel, at Broad- 
way and Forty-first Street. He sent in an 
alarm, and then ran into the hotel and in- 
formed the clerks.. He and ‘one o: the 


clerks ran up stairs and beat the fire out 
with cloths. The damage was trifling. It 
is supposed that one of the guests on the 
tourth tloor had dropped a lighted match 
out of the window on the awning. 

Twenty minutes later fire was discov- 
ered in the basement of the McCreedy 
Building, a twelve-story office structure 
at 143 Fifth Avenue. It was in the boiler 
room, and was caused by an overheated 
boiler setting fire to one of the wooden 
beams resting against it. An alarm was 
sent in, but Policeman Crowley of the West 
Thirtieth Street Station, and the firemen 
in the building, had the blaze out when 
$50. engines responded. The damage was 
50.

The Strathleven was an 
iron, schooner rigged, screw steamer of 
1,588 tons net, built in 1875 at Port Glas- 
ow. She was owned by H. Abram, and 
Bailea from Glasgow. 





Lord Salisbury’s Half-Brother Dead.

Catherine Sackville-West, daughter of the 


The present’ Mar- 
quis of Salisbury is:a son of the first mar- 
riage, and Lord Lionel of the second. The 
nobleman who died yesterday was never 
active in public life. He was born on March

GERMAN MONEY AND TRADE. 
BERLIN, Jan. 





13.—Much the most strik- 


ing feature of the Berlin money market 
‘llast week was the uncommon ease which 
characterized it. The slight stiffening in 


previous week by the 
the Bank of Engiand 
disappeared entirely. The private rate of 
discount declined to 3% per cent., and call 
money went below 3 per cent. 

An unusual feature was the arrival of 
money from industrial centres for invest- 
ment, indicating that the demand for 
money in industrial enterprises was uncom- 
monly light. The available funds of the 
banks are unusually heavy just now, and 
the public shows a strong disinclination for 
shares, while there is a great demand for 
interest-bearing securities, both State and 
industrial. Reports from manufacturing 
centres continue pessimistic, although the 
eanal and railway building is expected to 
bring much new business. Industrials held 
their own in the market last week, al- 
though in varying degrees. The offerings 
were fewer. Cement shares were strong 
upon the canal prospects. 

The Frankfurter Zeitung asserts that 
over 300,000,000 marks was subscribed last 
week for the 6,000,000 marks of obligations 
of the Farbwerke of Hoechst. According to 
the same authority, the recent State loans 
also have been oversubscribed heavily. 

The forthcoming Bavarian, Saxon, and 
imperial loans continue to occupy the close 
attention of the market. While the press 
generally scouts the idea of asking sub- 
scriptions in New York, the correspondent 
of The Associated: Press understands that 
the Saxon Government desires New York 
subscriptions. 

Domestic loans were firm last week, upon 
the assurance that Dr. von Miquel, Prus- 
sian Minister of Finance, would not issue 
a loan. This firmness was due also to the 
great abundance of money and to the 
knowledge that there are large uninvested 
amounts in the hands of the public, now 
afraid to buy industrial shares. 

The Boerse was stagnant, not responding 
to New York. Americans were more quiet, 
the general tendency being irregular, and 
there were many realization sales in 
Northern Pacifics. The market continues 
to distrust the American situation. 

Navigation shares continued strong, par- 
ticularly yesterday, when it was reported 
that the North German Lloyd Steamship 
Company would declare a dividend of 8% 
per cent., with a write-off of 5,000,000 
marks, as against 714 per cent. in 1900. 

The coinage for 1900 was 178,000,000 
marks, including 145,000,000 marks gold and 
23,000,000 marks silver. 

The Frankfurter Zeitung asserts that the 
total issues of new, stocks and bonds in 
Germany last year aggregated 1,583,000,000 
marks, as against 2,337,000,000 for 1899, the 
issue being the smallest for the last five 
years. The issues for the second six months 
of 1900 were 490,000,000 marks, as against 
975,000,000 for the first six months.
